‘the eastern boundary of the Libyan De- 
lsert and, although apparently growing 
out of the sand, its foundation is of eolid 
rock. The top of arocky mountain was 
‘cut off to make way ‘or another of man’s 
creation and the remains of it form a ter- 
race 150 feet above the level of the plsino. 
The pyramid is a continuati a of this 
‘lofty pedestal and raises ita proud summit 
181 feet perpendicular nearer to the 
heavens. The area contains a space of 
more than thirteen acres. The stones are 
many of them 30 feet long, 15 feet wide, 
and 4 feet 6 inches thick. Its general ex- 
terior appearance is that of enormous ir- 
regular stairs. 
Originally it was coated with fine pol- 
ished marble, fitted into these steps as 
they may be called, and presented a 
smooth surface from foundation to summit 
According to Herodotus, 360,000 men 
were employed on the pyramid, relieved 
by relays of a hundred thousand at inter- 
vals of three months. The building of 
the pyramid itself occupied twenty years. 
From an engraving on the original exte- 
rior, it was ascertained that the onions 
and garlic supplied to the workmen cost 
“£200,000 sterling. Historians who lived 
thousands of years nearer to the founding 
of the great pyramid than we do and who 
could read its hieroglyphic inscriptiens in 
the native tongue, yet viewing the mighty 
mountain from the sandy plains of Libya, 
looking from its giddy summit on the 
dazzling scenery with which it is eur- 
rounded, or penetrating by torchlight its
